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Yemens 
to unite 

within 
4 months 

KUWAIT March 30 (Agen- 
cies) — North and South Yemeni 
presidents agreed Friday on a 
working program to unite their 
countries, within four months, it 
was announced here officially. 

The announcement came at the 
iend of a two-day summit meeting 
between President AJi Abdullah 
Saleh of North Yemen and Abdul 
Fattah Ismail of South Yemen. 

Tbe announcement, read to 
newsmen by a conference 
spokesman, said the new state 
would be called “the Yemeni 
Peoples Republic” with Sanaa as 
its capital.- 

Kuwait News Agency (Kuna) 
said tbe scheme, proposed bv 
South Yemen, provided for a 
national sovereignty council 
which would be responsible for 
Yemeni foreign affairs, defense 
jnd security. 

A South Yemeni spokesman 
was quoted as saying regional 
governments would remain and 
have charge of other matters. 

A previous unification plan, 
agreed in 1972 after earlier border 
dashes, had foreseen 3 united 
Yemen under a single president 
and government. 

Under the new plan, which kept 
a high-level joint committee work- 
ing through the night, the 
sovereignty council would com- 
prise the presidents of the two 
Yemens. their prime ministers and 
three representatives from each 
'Side. 

3 The plan also set a timetable for 
future meetings between the two 
presidents, a meeting of the two 
countries legislative assemblies to 
endorse a union draft constitution 
and for a referendum on the con- 
stitution. . * 

Points of the draft constitution 
on which the committee could not 
agree were referred to the two 
presidents. 

Last month's border fighting 
drew special attention because of 
the Iranian revolution which set 
. back American influence in the 
strategic region.

Khomeini appeals for unity 
as Iranians flock to polls 


TEHRAN.March 30 (AP) — 
Millions of Iranians streamed into 
polling stations Friday for a 
nationwide vote on the formal 
establishment on an Islamic 
republic to replace 2.500 years of 
monarchy. 

But as the voting went on, 
religious leader Ayatollah. Kho- 
meini and the ministry of interior 
made new statements underscor- 
ing concern about disorders in 
Iran's provinces involving dissi- 
dent ethnic minorities. 


Khomeini said be was sending a 
mullah. Ali Agha Khamenei to 
investigate disorders in Baluchis- 
tan, in Southeastern Iran. T rouble 
was reported Thursday in the 
Baluchi city of Zahejan. Kho- 
meini said ids envoy would inves- 
tigate the Baluchi's problems, 
including their mistreatment by 
past regimes, and “explain to 
them the context of the Islamic 
revolution and encourage them to 
participate in the referendum.”

Shah leaves Morocco 
to settle in Bahamas 


RABAT, March-50 ( Agcnc^tflf 
— The Shah of Iran and his family 
left Morocco in a private plane 
Friday planning to make a new 
home in tbe Bahamas, official 
Moroccan sources said. 

The Shah, who quit Iran on an 
enforced holiday 10 weeks ago, 
took with him Empress Fa rah and 
their four children. 

Earlier in Washington, gov- 
ernment officials said Thursday 
the United Slates would be willing 
to help the Shah find a permanent 
place of refuge but has told him of 
the security problems that would 
arise if he came to the U.S. 

The officials said the U.S. had 
been in touch with representatives 


of flic ShdJTODbiit .'various' places 
where he might settle- and had 
made it known it was willing to 
help him. 

The American government has 
formally said the Shah would be 
welcome if he wished to go to the 
United States, and tbe officials 
denied he had been refused per- 
mission to enter the country. 

“We have never said to him that 
he should not or could not come 
here,” one official said. *“ 

In Tehran, a foreign ministry 
spokesman said that the Shah's 
departure from Morocco would 
have no effect on the Iranian gov- 
ernment’s intention to bring the 
monarch back for trial. 
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Arab ministers working 
on compromise sanctions 


sending a new three- man commis- 
sion to negotiate peace in the 
northeastern city of Gonbad-e- 
Qavous, Where as many as 50 
people are believed to have died 
this week in fighting between the 
revolutionary authorities and 
autonomy-minded Turkomen 
tribesmen. 

The announcements were 
interspersed with upbeat reports 
on the state radio about tbe 
referendum's progress and songs 
on the radio urged tbe people to 
go out and vote. 

At polling station centers, 
guarded by armed militiamen, 
voters deposited bright green bal- 
lots in urns to signify support of 
Khomeini's caB for the creation of 
an Islamic state. Opponents depo- 
sited red ballots on which they 
could write the form of govern- 
ment they preferred. 

The vote at several Tehran cen- 
ters seemed to be running heavily 
in favor of the Islamic republic. 
But some voters complained of a 
lack of privacy at the polls, saying 
opponents of Khomcinfs plans 
were reluctant to deposit red bal- 
lots in hill sight of election offi- 
cials. 

Dissident members of Iran's 
ethnic minorities have threatened 
to boycott the two-day referen- 
dum, along with leftist militants 
who believe Khomeini" s revolu- 
tion has done too little to establish 
a “workers state.” 

But state radio reported heavy 
turnouts in many parts of the 
country. Khomeini cast his "yes” 
vote in the holy city of Qom. 1 60 
kilometers south of Tehran, amid 
a crowd of followers who pressed 
so hard around his car that tbe 
78-ycar-old Ayatollah had to pass 
his baltot through a window. 

Preliminary reports from the 
provinces said voting was going 
peacefully. But continued tension 
was reported in Gonbad-e- 
Qavous. 

The official Pars News Agency 
said no polling stations were 
operating in the predominantly 
Turkomen half of the city. 

Leaders of the Kurdish. Baluchi 
and other tribes have also 
threatened referendum boycotts. 

But the effectiveness of these 
actions across the country could 
not be immediately gauged. The 
referendum will continue Satur- 
day, and state television said final 
results could take about five days. 


BAGHDAD. March 30 (Agencies) — A crucial meeting of Arab 
ministers broke in Friday night with no indication of whether they 
had decided on how- Egyptian President Anwar Sadat should be 
penalized for signing a separate peace treaty with Israel. 

A spokesman for the conference of 1 9 Arab League members told 
reporters the ministers held informal talks Friday evening but would 
not meet in formal session, as originally planned, until Saturday 
morning. 

The announcement appeared (o indicate that a deadlock between 
moderate and hardline Arab states had not yet been resolved. A 
formal session hod been planned for 1 500 GMT Friday to decide how 
tbe Arab world should react to the Egypt- Israel peace treaty signed 
on Monday. 

The 1 9 Arab League delegations gathered for w-hat Iraq has called 
a “ final and decisive “ meeting after Jordan launched mediation 
efforts. 

King Hussein of Jordan sent emissaries to Saudi Arabia and Iraq in 
an attempt to find a compromise formula. Jordanian sources said. 
President Hafez Assad also sent an emissary to Riyadh. 

The Saudi Press Agency said Adib Daoudi arrived in Riyadh as 
President Assad* s envoy as Sharif Abdul Hamid Sharaf. chief of tbe 
royal court, and Hassan Ibrahim, minister of state for foreign affairs, 
flew- in as King Hussein's emissaries. 

Meanwhile. Jordanian Premier Mudar Badran left Amman for 
Baghdad on a similar mission, carrying a message to Iraqi President 
Ahmad Hassan Bakr. 

Official Jordanian sources had said King Hussein was in touch with 
Arab leaders to ensure unity following the split at the Baghdad 
conference. 

The start of Friday night's talks was delayed for several hours as 
moderate states met separately in Kuwait to coordinate their posi- 
tion. officials said. 

The hardliners are supporting calls by the Palestine Liberation 
Organization ( PLO) for the severance of Arab diplomatic and politi- 
cal ties with Egypt and an end to all Arab economic aid. 

Iraq made clear its support for the PLO position Friday when the 
official “ Baghdad Observer” newspaper published a joint statement . 
between the PLO and Iraq's ruling Arab Socialist Baalh Party calling 
for the overthrow of regimes giving President Sadat “material or

moral aid." 

The only Arab League me mbers staying away from the conference 
here were- Oman and Sudan. 

In a statement to Saudi journalists. Saudi Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud A I- Faisal said he hoped there would be unanimity on the key 
issue of future economic and diplomatic relations with Egypt. 

“We came here today full of hope that the continuation of the 
meetings will lead to Arab unanimity he said. 

In an earlier statement Thursday. Prince Saud said Saudi Arabia 
was determined to cam out the Baghdad summit resolutions" hon- 
estly and faithfully " including freezing Egypt's membership in the 
Arab League and transferring the League's headquarters from 
Cairo. 

But these resolutions should lx- carried oui within a framework of 
Arab solidarity “ and a conviction that they are a collective Arab 
responsibility. " he said. 

Arab journalists admitted to the " palace of peace ” conference 
area Friday quoted participants as say ing ministers were working on 
a compromise formula to avert total confrontation. 

The compromise would involve pulling out Arab ambassadors 
from Cairo and freezing economic aid provided on a multi- lateral 
basis by Arab League members to Egypt. 

There was no official continuation n] the repined compromise. 

Egypt masses troops 
on border with Libya 


LONDON. March 30 (R) — 
.Atrey Neavc. the Conservative 
Party's spokesman on Northern 
Ireland and a dose associate of 
Conservative leader Margaret 
Thatcher, was assassinated Friday 
by a car bomb at the House of 
Commons. 

Suspicion immediately feD on 
the Provisional Irish Republican 
Army. 

Neavc. 63, was the first Allied 
officer lo escape from Germany' s- 
wartime “ escape-proof” Colditz 
Castle prison camp. 

His books on escape and spying 
were widely read. 

The provisional IRA had 
threatened to disrupt the cam- 
paign for a general election on 
May 3 with attacks on the main- 
land. 

The explosion appeared to 
erupt as Neave drove his car out of 
an underground park into the 
cobbled courtyard beside the 
House of Commons. 

A witness said wreckage was 
scattered all over the rampleading 
out of the car park and papers 
were strewn around by the blast. 

It shook windows 200 meters 
away and one witness said: “ there 
was a flash and a pillar of smoke 
rose halfway up the tower of Big' 
Ben. ” 

Neave was the Conservative 
spokesman on Northern Ireland 
and was tipped to be chosen by 
Mrs. Margaret Thatcher to be her 
Northern Ireland secretary if die 
wins the May 3 election. He was 
regarded as a hardliner toward 
terrorism. 

Friday the evidence suggested 
the gap between the two main par- 
ties was closing as Britain headed 
for the election. 

A gall up poll in the “ Daily 
Telegraph ” said the Conservative 


lead over Labor had dropped to 
seven per cent, compared with 
14.5 per cent two weeks ago and 
20 per cent last month. 

An Opinion Research Center 
survey indicated the gap was 18 
per cent. 

But a special election in the 
■seedy Edge Hill constituency of 
Liverpool Thursday produced a 
spectacular victory for the third- 
ranking liberal Party. 

Labor, which had held the seat 
since World War IL gathered less 
than half the Liberal vote. The 
Conservative candidate did so 
badly he lost his £150 (S 300) 
deposit for failing to attract one 
eighth of the vote. 


CAIRO. March 30 (Agencies) 
— Egyptian troops backed by 
heavy armor were reported mov- 
ing to tbe Libyan bonier as Cairo 
announced it was withdraw ing its 
full diplomatic mission from 
Amman, in a sharp deterioration 
in relations between Egypt and 
the two Arab countries. 

Cairo's semi-official newspap- 
ers Friday made no mention of 
troop movements. But defense 
ministry sources said the armed 
forces had been put on full alert 
because the Libyans had been 
reinforcing their border positions. 

Western diplomatic sources 
said Egyptian troops had been 
moving toward the Western 
Desert border area for several 
days. They said that on one night 
alone, some 400 military vehicles, 
including tanks, had traveled 
along the desert road between 
Cairo and Alexandria which links 
up with the main roOtc to Libya. 

Egyptian- Libyan relations have 
remained sour since their forces 
fought a lour- day border war in 
July 1977. The situation has 
deteriorated again since the sign- 
ing of the Egyptian- Israeli peace 
treaty on Monday. 

Die Libyans have been among 
the harshest critics of Egypt’s 


President Anu ar Sadat tor signing 
the accord. 

Sadat said in Washington two 
days ago that Libyan troops were 
moving towards Egypt and that 
Syrian war planes hail been flown 
to Libyan bases. 

Egypt's relations with Jordan 
have also laken a turn for the 
worse, with the announcement 
that Cairo has decided to with- 
draw its full diplomatic mission 
from Amman in a mmc just short 
of an official break. 

The withdrawal appeared to be 
in retaliation for Jordan's derision 
Wednesday to recall its ambas- 
sador in Cairo. 

Jordan is one of 19 Arab 
League members attending a 
meeting in Baghdad to consider 
what action to take against Egypt 
for signing a separate peace with 
Israel. 

It now seemed unlikely that 
Jordan, once regarded as one of 
the most pro- Western countries in 
the Arab camp, would join Egypt 
and Israel in negotiations un the 
future of the .Palestinians the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The peace package signed in 
Washington by Egypt and Israel 
prorides for a Jordanian pile. 
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TEL AVIV, March 30 (Agen- 
cies) — Israeli officials expressed 
confidence Friday that last minute 
arrangements accompanying the 
peace treaty with Egypt had 
ensured an indefinite supply of oil 
to Israel from the fields it will 
evacuate in Sinai. 

Arriving home from Washing- 
ton Energy Minister Yitzhak 
Modal said Israel had been 
assured it would receive oil from 
the Sinai fields “ on a continuous 
basis. ” 

This caused some surprise since 
the published peace treaty did not 
mention any long-term Egyptian 
commitment to supply oil to 
Israel. 

Such a commitment had been 
asssiduously sought by Israel dur- 
ing the long negotiations. In the 
end the Israeli negotiators agreed 
to drop the demand for an express 
commitment and settled instead 
for a loose pledge continued in an 
agreed minute to Annex Three of 
the treaty. 

According to the wordingof this 
minute, Egypt agreed to make 
commercial sales of oil to Israel 
and that Israel “ should be fully 
entitled to make bids for 
Egyptian-origin oil not needed for 
Egyptian domestic oil consump- 
tion. ” 

Modai told reporters that he 
had a pledge from President 
Jimmy Carter that the Egyptian 
supply would be on a continuous 
baas. 

In Bonn. Egypt agreed with 
West Germany in top-level talks 
that the peace treaty is only the 
first step toward an overall Middle 
EastscttlcmentAVest German gov- 
ernment spokesman KJaus Bolling 
said Friday. 

He added that Chancellor Hel- 
mut Schmidt at a meeting with 
President Anwar Sadat Thursday 
night stated that for West Ger- 
many this included self- 
determination for the Palesti- 


The West German leader 
assured Sadat of his country's 
basic readiness to help Egypt with 
economic aid the spokesman told 
a press conference. 

But no figures were discussed at 
the one- hour meeting and West 
Germany wanted aid to Egypt to 
be provided in the fr£m nfi West- 
ern package involving Europe, the 
United States and Japan, the 
spokesman said. 

The Egyptian leader, who flew 
to Bonn Thursday after signing 
Monday s peace agreement with 
Israel in Washington, spent the 
second day of his three-day visit 
resting at the Mated Gvmnich cas- 
tle outside Bonn. 

He has no more official 
engagements and will ret uni to 
Cairo Saturday morning. 

Meanwhile in Tel Aviv. Prime 
Minister Mcnahcm Begin Fri- 
day made a rare confession of 
excitement about his official visit 
on Monday to Egypt, and said he 
grew closer to President Sadat 
during their stay in Washington to 
sign the peace treaty. 

“ We made progress, not only 
on a political agreement... hui 
also in our personal relations. ” 
Begin said in an Israel radio imer- 


Arrangements for Begin' s trip 
remained bijfrnain. and Israeli 
news media said Begin was not 
completely convinced that he 
would go on Monday. When he 
returned from the United States 
Thursday night, he used the 
phrase" if 1 go ... " and there was 
speculation that Cairn wanted the 
visit to be postponed so that the 
outrage in other Arab countries 
over the treaty might dissipate. 

On Friday morning, two of 
Begin' s aides flew to Cairo to 
make advance arrangements, and 
Israel radio repined thai Eliahu 
Ben-Elissar.

JEDDAH, March 30 — Djib- 
outi, the newest member of the 
Arab League, is malting a strong 
appeal for military aid from the 
Arab states to guard against out- 
side attack and subversion. 

Speaking to “Arab News” in 
Jeddah this weekend, Djibouti 
Foreign Minister Momen Baha- 
doon Farah said that the country's 
armed forces were being buOt up 
from scratch with French help. 
But despite aid from France 
(equivalent to $ 40 million ), ” the 
army is still desperately short of 
equipment.French aid is not 
enough to buy armored cars, 
helicopters, trucks and artillery 
and heavy weaponry." 

Djibouti became independent 
from France in 1977, after nearly 
140 years of colonial rule. A tiny, 
impoverished land with a popula- 
tion of 250,000, mostly Afar and 
Issa nomads, the enclave has no 
resources of any kind. The state 
budget last year was S 60 million, 
drawn mostly from taxes and cus- 
toms dues at the port and on the 
railway to Addis Ababa. 

The port and the old Fran co- 
Ethiopian railway are in fact the 
country's only assets but they are 
operating well below capacity.

Apart from $ 60 million from 
Saudi Arabia as an Independence 
Day gift, foreign aid to Djibouti 
has been negligible. 

The presence now of a maixist 
regime in Addis Ababa, sup- 
ported by thousands of foreign 
troops, is clearly wonying the 
government of Djibouti which 
feels vulnerable to attacks or pro- 
longed subversion. Last month 
an b- government elements based 
in Ethiopia attacked a small army 
camp in Randa, in the north, kil- 
ling two soldiers. Addis is 
reported to be promoting an 
anti-government liberation front 
in Ethiopia led by former Djibouti 
Health Minister Shihem Dawood. 
Observers believe it is a question 
of time before Addis feels sure 
enough of itself internally to start 
looking to its neighbors. Djibouti 
is the weakest of them especially if 
France should be obliged to 
reduce its obligations to defend 
the country against a prolonged 
guerrilla campaign.

The appeal was made Thursday 


at a meeting of the Central Execu- 
hw Committee of the Pakistan 
People's Party in a resolution that 
awed Bhutto to resume eating 
because the nation needs you.” 
resolution also expressed 
“’grave concern over the miserable 
conditions in which Bhutto is 


being kept in his death cell in the 
Rawalpindi jail in Islamabad. 

Bhutto has exhausted all legal 
channels and his death sentence 
on a murder conspiracy charges 
has been confirmed by the Sup- 
reme Court He is charged with 
ordering the killing of a political 
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opponent in 1974. 

He or any Pakistani citizen must 
appeal for executive clemency for 
him by midnight of March 31. 
After that time, if no application is 
made, the government can set a 
date for his execution on a 48- 
hour notice. 

Bhutto will be informed of the 
execution 48-hours before it is to 
be carried out. During that time, 
his relatives will be allowed to see 
him. 

Abdul Hafeez Pirzada. a former 
cabinet minister under Bhutto, 
said he met Bhutto in the jail 
Thursday. 

“1 saw Bhutto behind the bars in 
the jail. I collapsed in the chair 
outside the cell, because I did not 
recognize him." Pirzada said “I 
thought -I was looking at a Skele- 
ton. with a completely grey 
beard." 

Although jail- officials said that 
Bhutto is receiving food c\*>kcd 
daily by his wife. Pirzada claimed 
that Bhutto has taken no food 
since Saturday when the Supreme 
Court rejected bis final petition to 
reexamine the court's verdict con- 
firming his death sentence. 

In Chicago meanwhile, an 
appeal for clemency for Bhutto 
has been made by an organization 
that announced plans to request 
United Nations intervention in tin- 
case. 

Luis Kumcr. chairman of the 
Commission for International 
Due Process of Law and counsel 
for the World Committee to save 
Bhutto, said Thursday the appeal 
has been made to Pakistani 
Ambassador Naiz Naick on behalf 
of the commission.

The Overseas Private Investment Corporation (OPIC.) — which 
insures American companies against political risks, such us war and 
expropriation, in investing overseas. Ls currently evaluating 40 
requests for coverage for projects in Egypt from American firms 
totaling $ 325 million. 

While all these potential investments will not came to fruition, 
OPIC said they repress nt “ a grin interest in the country and its 
future potential. ’* 

At present OPIC is insuring investments totaling $ 75 million in 
Israel and is considering request for a further $ 25 million. 

Following the signing of the peace treaty both Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and Israeli Prime Minister Menahim Begin called for 
increased American investment in their countries.

Bonn general scoffs at fears of Soviets

BONN. March 30 (AP) — 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt tuld 
parliament on Thursday he sup- 
ports abolishing a Dec. 3 1 dead- 
line for trying Nazi-cru murder 
cases but refused to commit his 
government on the controversial 
issue.' 

Schmidt, a Social Democrat, 
said during the opening round of 
debate in the Bundestag that it 
was *’ intolerable " that Nazi 
murderers could escape punish- 
ment through a legal technicality. 

The chancellor resisted opposi- 
tion Christian Democrat pressure 
to put his left- Liberal government 
on record in the debate and said 
legislators should make up their 
own minds on such issues of 


" basic moral and legal princi- 
ples. " 

Unless the statute is abolished 
or the deadline is extended. 
Nazi-cru murderers who have so 
far escaped detection will be 
immune from prosecution after 
Dec. 3 1 . 

West German law allows pro- 
sccutiun of suspected murderers 
beyond the statute of limitations if 
authorities had begun a formal 
investigation in the case before the 
expiration dale. 

Justice Minisrry authorities say 
enough indictments huve been 
brought to insure war crimes pro- 
secutions through the next 
decade. 

Jewish and international organ- 


izations. and U.S. congressmen, 
have urged the deadline be 
abolished. A seven-member 
delegation of the American Jew- 
ish Committee headed by its pres- 
ident. Richard Maas, has traveled 
to Bonn at the invitation of the 
government, to discuss the issue. 

The four parties represented in 
the Bundestag, have released their 
members to vote according, to 
their consciences on the issue, 
which cuts across party ranks. 

The Bundestag sidestepped the 
issue in 1 965 and 1 969 by extend- 
ing the statute of limitations rather 
than abolishing or amending it to 
deal specifically with prosecution 
of Nazi murderers.

U.S. envoys after

MOSCOW. March 30 (R) — 
The Soviet government news- 
paper ■' Izvestia ’* has accused 
U.S. officials of giving a false ver- 
sion of the events leading up to the 
death of a young Russian in the 
American Embassy Wednesday 
night. 

Yuri Vlasenko. 29. who said he 
wanted to emigrate to the United 
States, blew himself up ’with a 
home-made bomb in the embassy 
consular section when Soviet 
police fired shots at him.

The embassy said 
Thursday that Second Secretary 
Robert Pringle had accompanied 
Vlasenko into the building. 

•• Izvestia" said embassy offi- 
cials ’• circulated a false version 
according to which an unknown 
Soviet citizen penetrated embassy 
territory almost by force. " 

** The attempts to distort the 
reality of the situation are not 
accidental. *' " Izvestia " said. 

" The embassy officials showed 
themselves in a very unseemly

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BONN, March 30 (AP) — A 
senior West German general has 
deepened the controversy over 
arms policy by saying that the 
Soviet military buildup in Eastern 
Europe is primarily defensive.

There are few who will mourn the exit of Mr. Callaghan. His years 
in power have been remarkable only for his inability to halt the 
apparently remorseless slide that since 1 945 has rendered his country 
helpless.

Faced by a common enemy they look some thing of a united force, but 
all too often she has been left almost alone to struggle in Parliament 
against a well-supported Mr. Callaghan. 

" On top of that, her leadership of the 'opposition has failed to heal 
the wounds left by the passing of Mr. Heath, her predecessor ditched 
by his Parliamentary party. The left- right battle has not been won by 
either wing of the Conservative party ; it has just been put temporar- 
ily to one side. 

Mrs. Thatcher speaks of setting the people Tree From the chains of 
high taxation and restricted liberty. It is perhaps the best thing that 
could happen to Britain, for they have enfeebled individual drive and 
.starved the economy of investment, both financial and intellectual. 

The cause of freedom has not been asserted against the creeping 
weakness that has stifled the country. With 55 percent of the popula- 
tion eventually employed by the state, the urge to security has proved 
the most compelling. 

In this vacuum, the trade unions have proved the only energetic 
force. Of course, regulating their activity must be a first step for their 
obstruction has been a major factor in the British weakness. But the 
■question of how to go a bout it could tie the hands of any Conservative 
government as securely as mass discontent this winter handcuffed 
those of the Labor government. 

But a far more urgent reform is moral. As the unions have 
restrained Britain's economic performance, class and race hatted and 
envy have distorted the sense of nationality. 

Mis. Thatcher offers hope. It is a hope of a new start, of a galvaniz- 
ing that seems necessary. Her radicalism, should it prevail, is possibly 
the only way for Britain to start the long climb back to equilibrium. 


Problems for Grenada

PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad — 

Some 15.000 people crammed the market square in St Georges, 
the tiny capital of Grenada last week to.celebrate the island’s quiet 
revolution. They chanted. "Gam - gone, free nr last” and cheered an 
old woman who came on to the platform and sung a hymn. 

A week earlier the dictatorial Sir Eric Gairy hud been over- 
thrown in his absence by opposition leader Maurice Bishop in one of 
the most disciplined takeovers in history. Bishop was clearly elated 
during the rally: news came through of Gairy* s formal resignation 
and later on of formal recognition for the new interim government 
(elections are promised within six months or so) from Jamaica. 
Guyana and Barbados, the diplomatic lead Bishop was waiting for. 

Bui as the initial euphoria wears off. there are worries for the 
future of the new regime. There are strong fears that Gairy may stage 
a counter-coup, using, mercenaries and possibly Cuban exiles; after 
12 years in office it is widely assumed that he can afford to do so. 
There are already unconfirmed reports of contact between Gairy and 
anti-Cuban exiles in Florida. 

Such a venture would involve the Grenadian revolution in its 
first serious violence. The Bishop regime, armed with the equipment 
of Gairy's Defense Force, promises that "no foreign mercenaries” 
will be permitted to reverse the political process it has initiated and 
that ihe-most they could hope for would be to inherit a "barren land.” 

Governments in the smaller eastern Caribbean islands nearby 
have reacted vehemently against the Grenada takeover. Lester Bird. 
Antigua's influential deputy premier, has compared the Bishop gov- 
ernment to Ian Smith's in Rhodesia. 

The general position abroad seems to be that none of Grenada's 
neighbors can afford to contemplate formal recognition because they 
all share at least some of Grenada's difficulties. 

The danger now is that they will tighten up internal security and 
clam down on dissent themselves. 

Already this attitude has opened a serious split among Carib- 
bean governments on the recognition issue and puts renewed strain 
on the fragile integration movement. Jamaica and Guyana, with their 
left-of-center administrations, have eagerly recognized Bishop’s 
government and Barbados has followed suit, in Trinidad and Tobago 
the government of Dr. Erie Williams has been hedging its bets, 
respectful of constitutionality and letting it be known that it preferred 
quiet dc facto recognition in due course to a formal announcement 

In Grenada itself Maurice Bishop now has to work towards his 
promise of "fair and free" elections and also to rescue the island's 
near-bankrupt economy. He is putting immediate emphasis on con- 
trolling the cost of living and has moved quickly to freeze retail prices 
to prevent speculation. 

He promises to tackle unemployment and under-employment, 
which he estimates at 50 per cent, Large areas of” idle lands ” are to 
be acquired for cultivations as food farms and new emphasis is to be 
put on agriculture generally. Financial assistance is being sought 
from” friendly countries. " But exactly how Bishop intends to tackle 
the problems is still far from clear. 

Gairy was very secretive with trade and financial data. He seems to 
have controlled the Grenadian economy virtually on an ad hoc basis 
in recent years, sometimes coming perilously close to being unable to 
pay wage bills, A year ago Grenada had foreign reserves barely 
sufficient to cover two months' imports, though its trade deficit — if 
official figures are reliable — has been narrowing. (OFNSJ 


Peace treaties : 

A lucrative business

WASHINGTON - 

Upon announcement of the Israeli- Egyptian agreement, a 
friend of mine, a businessman, commented that he wished he 
could have a percentage commission on peace agreements in 
the Middle East. 

I saw what he meant. He would have been able to retire, 
based on what the United States Treasury (on behalf of the 
American taxpayer) has paid out for“ peace ” since 1975. We 
gave Israel at least $ 3.5 billion outright for the Sinai n 
agreement in 1975, in return for its relinquishment of some 5 
miles of the Sinaf s desert. And good old Henry Kissinger also 
signed an agreement binding the United States to provide 
Israel with its oil supply should it ever subsequently be cut off. 
That was in return for giving Egypt back its oil fields. 

This new treaty” breakthrough, ” as the press loves to call 
the agreement, will, as a one-shot deal, empty out some $ 5 
billion in additional dollars from the U.S. Treasury, over and 
above the amount already going to Israel aad Egypt. Exclu- 
sive of the peace dividends we have previously paid to Israel, 
Americans have been sending aboutS 1 .1 billion a year to that 
country. And Egypt will come in for $ 1 .5 billion over and 
above the economic aid already in their pipeline. One of the 
national TV networks has estimated the total cost of the 
agreement at $ 19 billion over the next five years, all of it 
underwritten by the hapless American taxpayer. 

One can always argue that peace at any price is cheaper than 
war. But, as one commentator has put h, this is a peace treaty 
without peace. It is Israels way to buy rime and have someone 
else pay for it. The agreement has again severely polarized the 
Middle East, while at the same time putting into severe imbal- 
ance the power structure of the entire area. In less formal 
language, the agreement ensures that Israel will never again 
have to negotiate an agreement with Syria or Jordan or the 
Palestinians. Without Egypt to provide population and muscle 
to the Arab bloc. Israel is now able, if it wants, to coerce an 
agreement, but it will never have to negotiate one. 

The act of brokering a separate peace between Israel and 
Egypt was really obtainable without the intervention of the 
president of the United States. It is a peace treaty that over the 
years, Israel would have given anything to sign. It became one 
that Egypt gave up virtually everything to get. Thus, all of 
Carter's energy and prestige were expended on the least 
important Middle East issue — the Sinai — leaving the most 
important one — the Palestinians — for the parties to solve 
without the bargaining power Egypt’s strength provides for 
the Arabs. 

The proof of this lies in Prime Minister Begin' s arrogant 
outburst before the Knesset, even before the treaty is signed, 
in which he has once again confirmed that Israel will never 
allow an independent Palestinian state . He has also laidout the 
terms for permanent Israeli occupation of the West Bank ; 

“ Autonomy for the people, but not for the West Bank. ” That 
is an ingenious way to justify illegal settlements in the 
occupied territories. Autonomy, as agreed upon by Carter, 
Sadat and Begin, means only that local Palestinian quislings, if 
any can be found, will be part of an administrative council,, a 
local government, for the West Bank. Only one catch exists, -i 
however. Any decision taken by the new council must first be . 
agreed upon by Israel, which has promised to keep its troops 
in the West Bank to enforce its occupation. 

Autonomy, then, is nothing more than an advertising man’s 
catchword, which has no meaning. It is a word that is used to 
hide the real significance of this so-called peace treaty. 

The big thing about this peace treaty is tnat it deliberately 
ignores the real parties in interest, the Palestinians, who are 
represented by the Palestine Liberation Organization. Israel 
is at war with the Palestinians because they want a return of at 
least a part of their lands in order to organize a country of their 
own. Absent that, there will be no peace — only continued 
suffering bymillions of homeless refugees, and an invitation to 
terrorism, which will then be piously denounced by those who 
are really responsible for it. 

Readers should take note of who are the winners and who 
are the losers in this giant scam organized by President Carter. 
Clearly, Carter's electoral chances now are marginally brigh- 
ter, making him a clear, if only a temporary, winner. Begin' s 
government has come out ahead by virtue of getting Carter to 
alienate Egypt from the Arab bloc — a feat that Israel could 
not do on its own over the last three decades. The additional 
billions of American tax money that will go to Israel are even 
more gravy. It is Cartel's way of saying that illegal aggression 
pays. Why shouldn’ t Israel grab Arab land whenever it can if it 
is to be handsomely rewarded each time it does ? 

The losers, not necessarily in order of priority, are a com- 
prehensive peace settlement, Palestinian self-determination, 
the Palestinian people, most likely the Lebanese once again, 
the entire Arab world, the American taxpayer and the shaky 
moral status of the United States. After all, how long can we 
maintain our moral stand and yet continue to underwrite 
physical and political abuse of Palestinians, territprial acquisi- 
tion by force and continued aggression by Israel against its 
neighbors ? (W P) 
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More fire and blood for Begin ?

TEL AVIV — 

Shortly before his dramatic rise to the premiership nearly two 
years ago. Menabeiq Begin visited the stony, inhospitable Samarian 
hills in the Israeli-occupied West Bank to celebrate the installation of 
a Torah scroll at the AJon Moreh Jewish settlement. 

"We stand on the land of liberated Israel. There will be many 
many Alon Morehs,” Begin declared. Then, chiding reporters for 
their questions about his intentions in the West Bank. Begin said. 
"We don’t use the word annexation. You annex foreign land, not 
your own country.'* 

The shudders in Washington over Begin' s ascendancy to power 
could be felt almost all the way to Israel, as if conservatism here was a 
new phenomenon. “ I hope that the election of Mr. Begin will not be a 
step backward (from) the achievement of peace.” said President 
Carter at the time. National Security Adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski. 
when told of Begin' s election, shook his head and said. “no. no. 
That’ s wrong.” 

Begin emerged suddenly on the world scene dimly perceived by 
outsiders as a one-time Jewish underground terrorist cum gadfly, 
who carped at the established Labor government from the back 
benches of the Knesset and espoused a quint blend of my deism and 
ulUpnationalUm that wasbcmusedly tolerated in the ^ree- wheeling 
parQarnelit. buF.not taken seriously. 

B ut those who studied the fiery raconteur 5 s ideological origins as 
he tenaciously moved closer to the seat of power understood then — 
and now — its portent for the future of Israel and its relationship with 
the Arab world. 

The political theorists today are again examining Begin’ s stormy 
half century in the Zionist movement, searching for inconsistencies 
that are not there, sifting for clues of change as if there were any. 

The harder they look, the more they understand that Begin is 
probably the most consistent politician of significance in the world 
today, and that this should say something about the torruous year 
that lies ahead and Israel. Egypt and the United States attempt to 
mold a system of self-governance for the 1 .1 million Palestinians on 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 

Begin was bom in Poland 65 years ago and his Zionist ideology 
was shaped in that country after be joined the youth organization of 
the Betar, a group of right-wing revisionists who condemned the 
regular Zionist leadership as a collection of timid, ineffectual old 
men. 

His conservative political bent was forged at the outbreak of 
World War IL when he escaped the Nazis to Soviet-held territory 
only to be imprisoned in a concentration camp in northern Russia. 

The death of his parents and a brother at the hands of the Naas 
framed his ideology. His assignment to Palestine as part of a British- 
led Polish army unit fighting on the side of the Allies put him in the 
place where his ideals could come into focus. 

But it was in the Irgun Zvai Leu mi. one of three Jewish terrorist 
movements operating in Palestine against British mandate control, 
where Begin shaped his vision of Eretz Isreal — •'The land of Israel" 
and his place in Isreali politics. 

The Irgun conceived of all Palestine as being the “ biblical birth- 
right” of the Jewish people, and its motto was, "Judea collapsed in 
fire and blood. Judea will rise in fire and blood.” 

First the British and then the Palestinians faced the Irgun' s 
tactics under Begin leadership. 

Begin directed the bombing of the King David Hotel, in which a 
hundred people died, assassinations of British soldiers, the bloody 
Irgun-Stem group massacre at the village of Deir Yassin, that killed 
200 people, and, finally, the ultimate confrontation with the estab- 
lished Jewish leadership, when David Ben-Gurion ordered the 
Haganah to fire on a gun-running Irgun ship and Begin and his 
followers eventually disbanded.

” Penalizing Egypt politically 
and economically should not be 
permitted to hurt the Egyptian 
people, ” “ Al-Jezirah ” said. 

" The Egyptian people are not 
the individual who worked against 
their aspirations, they are not the 
individual who came from the 
unknown believing that he can 
change their history. They are not * 
the individual who aborted demo- 
cracy and staged a coup d'etat that 
shackled the people. As he came 
through a coup d’etat he will go 
through a coup,” the paper 
added. 

” And it is not the first time that 
Egypt has been afflicted with such 
an individual but. in the ehd, the 
people speak out and bring mat- 
ters back to normal. ” 

The paper said that the 'Egyp- 
tian people were not consulted 
about the peace treaty with Israel 
which consecrated Israeli occupa- 
tion of Palestine. “ The people 
realize that once Israel has 
ensured its first strategic objec- 


tive, it will go on Co: achieve the 
second by a large scale attack on 
the eastern and northern fronts 
while Egypt stands idly by. 

" When the Kingdom and other 
Gulf states call for a prudent 
approach, regarding the Egyptian 
people, they realize that the peo- 
ple are not constitutionally bound 
to bless the treaty with a treacher- 
ous enemy that was signed by their 
ruler. If the sanctions should hurt 
the Egyptian people, it is because 
they were meant to punish the 
individual who had harmed the 
Arabs so profoundly, ” the paper 
said. 

" AL Medina ” hit back at the 
Egyptian news media for clas- 
sifying the Arabs who opposed the 
peace treaty with Israel into two 
kinds — one manipulated by the 
Soviets and die other apprehen- 
sive of assassination and terrorism 
by the Palestinians”. 

“This is absurd,” the paper 
said “ because the position taken . 
by the Arab states today is the 


same position Egypt held before 
Sadat’s vast to Jerusalem and 
before he moved on to a separate 
peace treaty. 

“ Furthermore, the Soviet can- 
not be accused of prompting such 
opposition for the very good 
reason that the Arabs have main- 
tained this stand even while the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States supported Israel and pro- 
vided it with massive aid including 
manpower. 

" We cannot be afraid of PLO 
violence;.”, the paper said. 
" because the moderate Arab 
states meant by Cairo had already 
gone through the real terror exer- 
cised by Sadat' s predecessors 
using aircraft^ armtir and other 
means of intimidation. But we 
never succumbed. ” 

The paper added:” In any case, 
the attacks of the Egyptian press 
and counter attacks by the Arab 
press should end. TJiis should give 
their leaders a chance to meet in 
peace, if- this is possible, without 


unnecessary embarrassment 
caused by the media. ” 

“ Okaz ” supported Prince 
SaucTs assertion at Baghdad that 
there should be a framework for 
joint Arab action and that no 


country should be forced to aban- 
don its sovereign right of action. 

•* Within this framework, ” the 
paper said, “ each country should 
be free to define its role so that it 
may not be compelled to promise 
to do things it cannot accompl- 


ish. *’ 

The paper said tbe Arabs are 
advised to ta ke a global view of the 
whole situation and ensuing 
developments, and through joint 
action, they will be able to chart 
their course. ” 
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When Begin surfaced again as the head of his own Herat Party 
and won a seat in the Knesset, the political establishment would have 
nothing to do with him. concluding rightly that his views had ikh 
changed but. if anything, had hardened. 

Even when Begin diligently created a new image for himself, 
joining the national unity government on the eve of the 1 967 war and 
impressing his colleagues as a restrained polemicist, it was clear he 
had not compromised his hard-line principals. 

Even while forming an alliance of six parties to break out of the 
narrow confines of his isolated Herat Party. Begin defied most politi- 
cal axioms dealing with factional amalgamation and remained consis- 
tent to his personal platform embracing the Zionist aim of a wider 
land of Israel. 

That he should cause an uproar here and abroad as recently as 
last week by declaring, "there is no force on earth which will compel 
us to agree to the establishment of a Palestinian state” says more 
about the attention span of the world than it does about Begin. 

Having achieved peace with Egypt — Israel* s largest and poten- 
tially most threatening Arab neighbor — Begin will now be scrutin- 
ized more cloftly than ever for symptoms of change. He also undoub- 
tedly will be subjected to more pressure than ever from the outside to 
start displaying some of these symptoms. 

For barely one month, until negotiations resume. Israel will be 
ablc.tp savor the fruits of peace even wlule /struggling with the 
meaning of the word. 

Israelis have been almost phlegmatic about the prospect of 
peace, partly because the negotiations have gone up and down like a 
fever chart and they arc numbed by the rhetoric from both sides. 

Israelis vaguely grasp what Begin calls "breeching this ring of 
enmity." but they do not really understand it. They have been flock- 
ing to the ancient St. Catherine's monastery at Mount Sinai in record 
numbers ever since Camp David, saying they must see the Sinai while 
it still is Israeli-controlled, even though the point of the peace treaty 
•— to open the borders dividing Egypt and Israel — is faintly etched in 
their consciousness. 

So. even before the meaning of the peace treaty comes into focus 
for Israel, the difficult negotiations over the political aspirations of 
the Palestinians will begin. 

It is already a generally accepted principle that both Egypt and 
Israel will start the talks from extreme bargaining positions. 

A senior aide to Begin, asked what would happen if the prop- 
osed Palestinian self-governing council declared a constituent 
assembly and waite a constitution of its own. replied. ”wc move in 
writh soldiers and we're right back where it all began.’’ 

Some Israeli officials are even predicting major differences over 
the simple' mechanics of the negotiations. 

Invoking visions of the Vietnamese peace talks and bitter argu- 
ments over the size and shape of the negotiating table, one American 
.diplomat said, "if you thought this peace treaty was an agonizing 
experience, you haven't seen anything yet.” 

Also, there is the ominous prospect of increased Palestinian 
vigilance during the talks. 

Moreover, during this phase, Israel is certain to continue build- 
ing Jewish settlement in the West Bank — most of them in the 
Jordan Valley rift — which probably will exacerbate tensions among 
the negotiating parties. 

While Begin' s government is negotiating these volatile issues. 
Israel will be experiencing the side effects of dismantling its settle- 
ments in the Sinai and withdrawing from the region it has inhabited 
for more than a decade, as well as coping with the inflation that is 
expected to accompany an injection of billions of dollar, of U.S. aid. 

It is against this backdrop of Tumultuous events in (he coming 
months that tbe long-held mystic convictions of B^gin — constant in 
other times of trial throughout his life — will be put to their severest 
test.

RIYADH — “French people 
do not take easily to being 
exported (Jes francais ne sont pas 
facDes a exporter) ” says Madame 
Puyraimond with an amused 
twinkle in her eye. She. however, 
is an example of a very successful 
French" exportation’” having 
lived here with her husband (a 
water expen) for 22 years. Few 
European women have lived in 
the Kingdom so long, and few 
have been able to gain such know- 
ledge and experience of Arabia. 

"My husband arrived in 1956 
the year of the Suez crisis," she' 
recalls. “I came in the following" 
years with my infant son from 
Beirut, where we lived while we 
were waiting. The aftermath of 
Suez was not an easy time in this 
part of the world: However, we 
remained here. The need to find 
water in Central Arabia was a 
matter of urgency. My husband 
was able to contribute’ his skills, 
and in due course water was found 
near Riyadh." 

The Puyiaimonds lived in one 
of the first non-mud houses in the 
city near the Shimaizy hospital. In 
those early years. Mme. 
Puyraimond went out into very lit- 
tle, in obedience to convention. 
She devoted her time to the rear-

tng of her son, and of her two older 
Daughters who came on long visits 
from France. She was entirely 
responsible for her son’s educa- 
tion until he was old enough to go 
n ?™ e to boarding school. Later, 
vl?" more French families with 
children began to arrive in 
f^yadh, she took the initiative in 
nefomg with their education. 

How did she gel to know the 
country if she remained -virtually 
secluded in Riyadh? 

We used to go into the desert 
and live in tents for two or three 
months at a time while my hus- 
band was ai work on a project. It 
was there, in the desert, that 1 
made contact with the Bedouin 
and began to learn about them at 
first hand. 

"The desert is a wonderful 
place,” she says. " It is like the sea. 
It has the same vastness, the same 
beauties, the same dangers. In it I 
learned to observe much more 
carefully than before. 1 taught 
myself photography in order to 
capture some of what I saw. I 
made studies of rocks and stones, 
for instance." 

" My most joyful and rewarding 
experiences were of sharing time 
with the Bedouin to be under their 
roof is to share their life with them 
fully. 1 was particularly at home 
with the women. Their music was 
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In the garden beside a 
always fascinating — an entire 
evening would often be spent in 
singing, accompanied by drum- 
ming. 

“Ah! once the drum begins to 
beat the singing will never cease! 
What group of Europeans could 
sing word-perfect any song that 
was suggested, one after the other, 
ail evening? They afl knew all the 
words. 

“Very often the singers would 
divide into two groups, a solo 
voice on one side beginning the 
song, all the voices taking up tbc 
refrain, then a soloist opposite 
continuing the story, and so forth. 
The women would do this among 
themselves just as the men did. 

"There was dancing too. to the 
beat of the drum. I loved to watch

the dancing and sometimes join 
them. Poetry, too. we would hear, 
especially if there were some great 
occasion such as the visit of the 
King. Then the poet of the tribe — 
for each tribe has its acknow- 
ledged poet — would rise and 
pour his declamation." 

Mme. Puyraimond “picked up” 
spoken Arabic, and taught herself 
. to read and write as well. Aware of 
the lack of any useful French 
books about present-day Saudi 
Arabia, she has written one her- 
self. It is all but completed, a very 
comprehensive work illustrated 
with her own line drawings. It win 
be called "TafaddaT* which can 
only imperfectly be translated as 
“welcome." She says she origi- 
nally meant simply to produce a 


small handbook. She found, how- 
ever. that she bad so much mater- 
ial that in no time it grew into a 
tome. 

In the course of fhe years she 
has spent in the Kingdom, Mme. 
Puyraimond has had the oppor- 
tunity to leant a great deal about 
Arabian jewellery, and she is the 
owner of some magnificent pieces. 
She has examples from every reg- 
ion and discourses fascinatingly 
about each one. Some of the band- 
some and elaborate silver-work is 
from Yemen famous for its sil- 
versmiths. Of the Saudi jewels, a 
finely-worked large medallion, 
with chain, is of particular interest. 
It came from Taif. and is typical 
only of Taif — nowhere else are 
medallions like these found. The 
same is. true of the strikingly 
attractive Riyadh necklace, only 
found in Riyadh. Typically it is 
made of coral beads, turquoise 
and glass ( the glass is often striped 
black and white), and has gold 
medallions hanging from it at reg- 
ular intervals. The combination of 
the glowing colors and the gold 
makes these necklaces among the 
finest of her collection. 

Now- that her journeys into the 
desen have become less frequent, 
Mme. Puyraimond devotes her 
considerable energies to the wel- 
fare of the French com munity. and 
to the promotion of music — - a 
lifelong passion — wherever poss- 
ible. The granddaughter of a 
gifted composer. TTico Lacuire, 
who was also a singer, she 
absorbed musk from infancy and 
is an accomplished pianist. She 
organizes musk and dancing for 
the French children, and for years 
she conducted a small choir. Just 
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recently became a founder 
member of the Riyadh Concert 
Committee. a body similar to the 
Jeddah Concert Committee, 
which arranges concerts given by 
professional musicians. 

A great part of the lime of this 
modest and delightful woman is 


given to the very demanding task 
of showing not-easily-exponable 
newcomers around and helping 
them with their initial problems. 
She will only have time to finish 
her book, sax's Mme. Puyraimond, 
when the hoi summer weather 
begins and the stream of new arri- 


vals comes to a temporary halt. In 
the meantime." They are queuing 
up — what can I do?" 

They are lucky indeed to be able 
to count on the time, the know- 
ledge. and the humor of this 
doyenne of the French commun- 
ity.

MILAN. March £0 (AP — 
Armed bodyguards debuted on 
tennis courts this week the Milan 
leg of the World Championship 
Tennis Competition.

President Carter 




Carter presses business 
to boost anti-inflation bid 


WASHINGTON. March 30 
(AP) — President Jimmy Carter 
urged business Jeadcrs Thursday 
to do even more to control infla- 
tion than observing the govern- 
ment's voluntary price increase 
guidelines. 

He said organized labor so far 
complied with his standards for 
wage increases, and he said again 
that " 1 am not going to impose 
mandatory wage and price con- 


trols in this country." 

Carter said business must "be 
bold" in suggesting ways of con- 
trolling rising prices. 

Although large corporations so 
far have complied with the 
guidelines. Carter said they often 
have been in "technical com- 
pliance” — observing the letter of 
the standards — but their pruces 
have risen faster than the 
administration had envisioned.

Assume you're declare- at 
four hearts and West leads the 
K-A of spades. You ruff, of 
course, but bow would you 
now play tbe hand? 

It seems normal to draw two 
rounds of tr ump s and lead a 
diamond towards dummy. 
This permits you to make the 
contract if it turns out that 
West has the ace of diamonds 
V, foiling that, if East has the 
king of dubs. 

But if you played tbe hand 
this way you would later End 
yourself going down one, 
assuming best defense. You'd 
lose four tricks consisting of a 


spade, two diamonds and a 
dub. 

However, there’s a much 
better way to play tbe hand 
that is virtually certain In 
succeed. After dra w i ng two 
rounds of trumps, you should 
lead a low club towards tbe Q- 
5 in dummy, deliberately 
forgoing the club finesse. 

First, let’s observe the ef- 
fect of this play in the actual 
band. If West does not rise 
with the king, he never gets a 
chib trick and you easily make 
the contract But observe also 
that if West does go up with 
the king of dubs you play the 
five from dummy and later 
discard dummy's 6-5 of 
diamonds on your A-J of dubs 
to come home safe and sound 

Now bow are yon supposed 
to know that you 4iouki not 
take a dub firww in this 
deal? It seems to be the 
natural thing to do. Bat, ac-' 
tually, there are excellent 
reasons for rejecting the 
finesse. 

Yob start by assuming that 
West has either the ace- of ' 
diamonds or king of clubs for • 
his opening fed. Leading a low = 
club towards the queen is 
therefore sure to nail down the 
contract. If West has the dd> 
king, yon are home Free and 
dear — as described above. If 
Wot does not have tbe king, 
he- must have the ace of' 
diamonds, and you will lose 
only one diamond trick In that 
case.

But Amin claims counter-attack 

Fall of Kampala a matter 
of hours, diplomats say 


NAIROBI. March 30 (Agen- 
cies) — President' Idi Amin of 
Uganda announced Friday that his 
army was launching a counter- 
offensive against an invasion 
force. But diplomats in Kampala 
said his army in fact appeared to 
have disime&rated. 

The city could fall in' a': matter 
of - .hours, they said. 

Kampala residents contacted by 
telephone said they had seen para- 
troops dropping into the city. 
There was no confirmation of this 
report. 

Shells crashed into city center 
streets killing several people 50 
meters from the French Embassy 
and destroying one of President 
Amin’s residences, the diplomats 
said. 

The only troops to be seen in the 
city were Libyans manning field 
guns to return fire from 
Tanzanian- backed emile forces 
and setting up anti-tank bar- 
ricades across key roundabouts 
and road junctions. 

The Tanzanian government 
announced that a Libyan Tupolev 
22 bomber flew across Lake Vic- 
toria Thursday to bomb the Tan- 
zanian airbase town of Owanza. 

The bomber, flying from 
Nakasongola 70 kilometers north 
of Kampala, missed vital fuel stor- 
age tanks and killed six gazelles in 
a nearby animal sanctuary, the 
Tanzanian government said. 

Only one person was injured in 
the raid. 

A hint of a strike inside Tan- 


zania was contained in a broadcast 
from Radio Uganda which quoted 
a military spokesman as saying: 

*' The Ugandan Armed Forces 
have spotted the enemy and are 
launching a general attack to sur- 
round him and destroy him.. .The 
Ugandan Armed Forces are ready 
to surprise the world in the follow- 
ing hours that the enemy can be 
attacked not only in Uganda but 
also in his own area. ” 

A correspondent reported from 
the Kenyan- Ugandan border that 
refugees described panic in Kamp- 
a la with people fleeing the shel- 
ving and army deserters comman- 
deering vehicles at gunpoint. 

All 400 United Nations officials 
anddependantshave been ordered 
to leave Uganda and several fore- 
ign embassies have evacuated 
their staff. 

As some shells hit the city 
center, a government spokesman 
went on Uganda Radio to ask 
'* everyone in the country, includ- 
ing diplomats, not to panic. ” 

The spokesman said the situa- 
tion was under- control and that 
people should go about their busi- 
ness without'fear. 

Diplomatic sources outside 
Uganda said the Libyan force of 
up to 600 troops appeared to have 
been boosted to perhaps 1,500 
this week. The buildup was 
reported after Tanzanian Presi- 
dent Julius Nyerere rejected a 
Libyan ultimatum to puil out of 
Uganda or face the Libyan army 
alongside Amin's own troops.

Forces still loyal to Amin dung 
to control over Kampala Friday, 
as Tanzanian and armed exile 
invaders moved deeper into 
southern and western suburbs and 
thousands of war refugees fled to 
the north and east. 

As gunshots -echoed through 
deserted streests, eyewitnesses 
said," we can see Ugandan deser- 
ters, wandering around and firing 
in the air. " 

Residents reached by telephone 
said the second straight night of 
shelling hod been curtailed by 
heavy rain. They said Ugandan 
tanks drove through Kampala late 
Thursday afternoon toward 
Natete, a key road junction nine 
kilometers to the southwest and 
returned after dark following a 
noisy battle that lasted several 
hours 

Kampala residents said two 
children were killed by an explo- 
sive round that landed in the back 
yard of a bouse near Rubaga 
Cathedral, in western Kampala. 
No other civilian casualties were- 
reported. 

Kampala, normally quiet on the 
Friday holiday when shops and 
government offices are closed, 
was at a standstill. Frightened 
residents stayed inside. Neighbor- 
hood food markets were shut. 

In a special announcement late 
Thursday night, the radio quoted 
Amin as expressing deep appreci- 
ation to soldiers who were not 
cowards, and who had left their 
families at home and were fighting 
with determination to defeat the 
enemy or ** die for the mother- 
land.” The message from Amin 
condemned soldiers who were 
confused, doing nothing, loitering 
or spreading rumors.

Iraq said linking U.S. ties 
with attitude toward PLO 


Washington Bureau 

WASHINGTON, March 30 — 
Iraq has privately informed the 
Carter administration that it wfll 
not normalize relations with the 
United States until the U.S. 
changes its attitude towards the 
Palestinians and their representa- 
tive. the Palestine -Liberation 
Organization, diplomatic sources 
said here Friday. 

For the past two years, the 
United States and Iraq havebeen 
quietly exploring the possibtflty of 
restoring normal diplomatic ties, 
the sources said. 

The Carter administration 
recently approached the Baghdad 
government with a new offer of 
diplomatic ties. 

U.S, officials were hoping that 
renewed relations with Iraq would 
bolster America’s standing in the - 
Arab world at a time when U.S. 


fortunes were sagging in the area 
because of the Carter- inspired 
separate peace between Egypt 
and Israel, the sources said. 

But Iraq turned down the offer, 
and said the future of U.S.-Iraqi 
relations would depend on the 
U.S. attitude towards the Palesti- 
nian problem and its readiness to 
deal with the PLO, they said.

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Andreotti loses leftists 


Italy cabinet certain of ‘no’ i 


ROME, March 30 I.AP) — 
Italian Premier Giulio Andreotti 
has introduced a new three-party 
government to parliament that is 
virtually assured of defeat in a 
vote of confidence because leftists 
have withdrawn their support. 

The Senate and Chamber of 
Deputies will vote separately on 
the government next week. 

General elections are expected 
in June, two years uheud of lime, 
to coincide with the election of 
members of the European Parlia- 
ment of the European Economic 
Community. Andreottfs govern- 
ment would stay on in a caretaker 
capacity through the elections. 

Outlining his program Thurs- 
day. Andreotti said that despite an 
improved economic performance. 
Italy still needed austerity. He said 
the government will increase tele- 
phone and electricity ratesand cal- 
led for self-constraint on wage 
demands by the trade unions. 

Only the small Republican and 
the Democratic Socialist parties 
agreed to join the prime 
minis ters Christian Democ- 
rats in a new government alliance, 
after almost three months of 
inter-party talks. 

Andreotti' s previous govern- 
ment fell when the Communists 
withdrew support because they 
were not given cabinet posts. In 
the three month imerim. they and 
the Socialists declined to revive a 
five- party parliamentary majority 
for the same reason. 


Andreotti acknowledged the 
new government is likely to he 
short-lived. He said he hoped The 
national unity p.i'ct that linked the 
five parries for years under his 
leadership could be re -forged in 
the future. 

Andreotli did not sj> whether 
•his parry, would revise its stand 
concerning the Communists after 
elections. In the last general elec-
